Corps lieutenant for openly flout- 
ing the AAU's expense rules. 


Had Santee won the case, 
the 


AAU would have been reduced to 
nothingness. But the organization, 
which rules most amateur sports 
in this country, never has lost 
a 


court case challenging its authori- 
ty — and it probably will be a 
long time before 
anyone 
else 


brings suit. 


Santee and his Olympic ambi- 


tions had little to do with. th? re- 
sult. No matter what the outcome, 
he never would have been criti- 
fied for the games. Now he. can 
run only against service person- 
nel, where he has met little com- 
petition.

Charles P. Grimes, Santee's at- 


torney, seemed lukewarm about 
taking the case to a higher court. 
He said: 


"I really don't know what we'll 


do until I talk to Wes." 


For his part, Santee admitted 


for the first time that he did break 
the rules of the AAU. Heretofore, 
his case had been based on the 
contention that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the AAU did not have 
authority to bar him and that his 
case should be turned back to his 
local Missouri Valley District. 


At the Quantico Marine 
base, 


where he is stationed, Santee said 


I that although Justice 
Lynch ac- 


,cused him of refusing to follow 
the AAU code, his infractions were 
committed with the aid of the pro- 
moters.

owns some good lures. What most 
folks can't understand at the start, 
is that no matter how lifelike an 
artificial bait may appear, angling 
success is in the way that lure is 
handled. 


In bait casting, for example, I 


would advise that you try casting 
your plug into 
likely spots, in 


popkets among rocks, pads, sunk- 
en logs and other objects afford- 
ing cover for bass, and allow it 
to remain quietly on the water 
for as much as 15 or 20 seconds. 
Then by twitching 
the rod tip, 


make tjie plug dance and wiggle. 


Po this several times; then reel 


a yard .or so, and repeat.
